She was 
bourded by revolutioniets and seized 
without istance.

ASPHALT KETTLE EXPLODED. 
Peculiar Accident in Toronto—Water 
- and Aswhalt Generated Gas. 


Toronto, Nov. 24.—In an explosion 
o! an asphalt kettle on a paving 
company’s plant this afternoon, David 
Cook was seriously burned. He will 
lose his left eye. The boiling kettle 
sprung a leak and the contents pour- 
ed into the fire below. Firemen ex- 
ti ished the blaze, but two hours 
later the cover of the kettle, weirhing 
one hundred pounds, shot 75 feet into 


the air, and carried away 50 square 
feet of the roof and landed in a sand 
pit fifty feet away. Cook, who was

ARCHBOLD ON STAND 
INSTANDARD OIL CASE 


The Oil King Concludes His Evidence 
and Is Followed by First Presi- 
dent of the Trust, Which Govern 
ment Seeks to Dissolve—Arch- 
bold Defends Rebating System. 


New York. Nov. 24.—With a sigh of 
relief John D. Rockefeller, king of the 
Standard Oil, this afternoon gave up 
the witness chair in the government's 
suit for a dissolution of the trust. He 
was succeeded on the stand by John 
D. Archbold, the first president of the 
Standard Oil Company. 

The better part of Rockefeller’s lest 
morning on the stand was given over 
to a spirited attack on his veracity in 
connection with an affidavit made in 
i980, In this affidavit Rockefeller 
swore that the Standard Oil Company, 
of Ohio, did not own or control 
tain refineries. 

Mr. Kellogg produced a secret trust 
agreement of 1879, The refineries of 
which Rockefeller denied ownership 
in an affidavit a year later were plain- 
ly ineluded in the trasi agreement. 

Rockefeller declared that the facts 
in his affidavit were literally true. 
Nor would he admit that even though 
‘literally true,’ they were deceptive 
and utterly misleading. 

It was with relief that Rockefeller 
anawered the long list of questions a+ 
to his investments in railroad bonds, 
and other phases of his persomnal 
wealth. He denied that he invested 
in practically all the railway system:

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DEFENCE SPEECH 


Made ai Inopportuae Time-—May 
Widen Anglo-German 
Breech. 


Berlin, Nov. 25.—The speech in the 
British House of Lords yesterday by 
Field Marshall Lord Roberts, in which 
the speaker, hinting at the possible 
invasion of England, said) a mil- 
lion men were needed on the east 
shore to protect England, has aroused 


interest here. A most complete re- 
serve, however, is maintained in 
Official quarters. 


Lord Roberts’ resolution to the 
effect that “The defence of the islands 
necessitates the immediate attention 
of the government to make provisions 
foy such a strong and efficient army, 
that the most formidable fighting na- 
tion will hesitate before making an 
attempt at landing, was adopted by a 
vote of 74 to 32, and in this vote cer- 
tain newsgapers see evidence of an 
antagonistic feeling toward Germany 
in certain classes in England, but 
they do not conclude that the entire 
British nation agrees therewith, 


At the aame time they consider thi 
Lord Roberts could have chosene a 
better time than the present to fur- 
ther his propaganda for the introduc- 
tion of universal military service in 
England, because efforts are now be- 
ing made to bring about less distrust- 
ful relations between the two coun- 
tries.

CITY OF RED DEER IN 
. AN ARBITRATION CASE 


The Question of the Rates for Water and 
Electric Light Supplied by the Wes- 
tern General Electric Co. Will Be 
Submitted to an Arbitration Board. 


The people of the City of Red Deer and 
the local company who supply the elec 
tricity and water for the city as well 
as control an independent telephone ser 
vice, known as the Western General 
Klectric Co., are at present engaged in 
a dispute as to the question of the light 
and water rates upon which the supply 
of electricity and water is being given 
to the citizens, 

The company claim that for sone time 
the agreement under which they have 
been operating makes the rates so low 
that they ate losing money and it 
is in order to effect a change in this 
agreement that action is now being tak- 
en, The action is taken under a clanse 
in the agreement that provides for an 
arbitration board in case the company 
cannot operate with profit at the rates 
agreed upon,

ENDORSES ALD. LEE 


His Mayoralty Candidature Approved 
Resolution Unanimously Carried 
Commending Work of this Year's 
Council—Several Aldermen and 
Aldermanic Candidates and Others 
Speak. 


The opening guns in the mayoralty 
campaign were fired at a well-attend- 
ed and highly successful meeting, 
hipld last evening in the Club Hall, 

inistino avenue, in the interests of 
Alderman Lee, One of the candidates 
for mayor. A number of aldermen 
and aldermanic candidates were pre- 
sent and several interesting addresses 
Were delivered on the. questions of 
gPeatest interest at present to the rate- 
Viyers of the city. The meeting was 
# marked contrast to those held prior 
to the municipal election last year. 
Tustead of a marked antagonism he. 
tween the east and west ends of the 
city there was perfect unanimity, in 
itself a glowing tribute to the excel- 
lent work of Mayor McDougall and 
the present council. Nothing but 
praise of the adininistration of the 
affairs of the city during the past year 
was heard, another contrast to the 
ignominious close of the © preceding 
regime. 

W._H. Clegg oceupied the chair and 


there were present on thé platform 
Aldermen Lee, McInnis and Arm- 
strong, William Short, A. T. Cush- 


ing, J. Travis-Barker,.John Galbraith 
and J. H. McKinley. Alderman Bel- 
lamy, the other mayoralty candidate, 
Was not present at the, meeting. 

i ‘Chairman Clegg Speaks. . 

The Chairman, by way of introdue- 
tipn, expressed. pleasure that the meet- 
ing was for the purpose of discussing 
Municipal or domestic politics, 
rather, than federal or provincial poli- 
ties. We had just passed through a 
fgderal election contest, and he 
thought we should all bury the hat- 
epet and discuss civic affairs on their 
Merits alone. He jnvited Alderman 
Bellamy or his representatives to 
take a seat on the platform and also 
extended a similar invitation to all al- 
dermen or aldermanie candidates. 

Mr, Clegg expressed the opinion 
that:in Mr. Lee the city would find a 
man who was well fitted to fill the 
mayor's chair during the coming year. 
He paid a tribute ‘to the work of 
Mayor MeDougall during the past 
year. Much eredit was due to him 
for the constAiction and operation of 
the street railway system, but he also 
knew that considerable credit was 
due to Alderman Lee, who co-ofyrated 
with the Mayor in this matter. 

Aiderman, Lee. 

The principal speaker of the even- 
ing was Alderman Robert Lee, who 
appeared before the electors to ask 
for their support im his candidature 
for mayor of Edmonton for the year 
1009. - He dealt briefly with some of 
the more important questions ‘before 
the city at present and outlined his 
Rolicy with regard to these. He was 
istened) to attentively and received 
hearty applause, the meeting promis- 
ipa Dim. theit support almost to a 
pan, 

SF Alderman Lee first dealt with the 
question of municipal-ownerships as 
carried out int Edmonton; This city 
had undoubtedly made good in this 
respect. The electric light rates here 
were 15 per cent. lower than those 
prevailing in Winnipeg, Brandon and 
Calgary, The water rates “were 
perhaps rather high yet, but would 
no doubt be reduced in time. The 
telephone system in operation in 
Edmonton wag the best in the eoun- 
try, and the rates coimpared very 
favorably with those in other cities. 

Referring to the street railway, 
Alderman Lee stated that while it 
was Tore or less of an experiment as 
yet he expected that it would pay ex- 
penses from the start and might also 
pay a small interest on the money 
invested.  Hxtensiona would soon be 


necessary, and these, when made, 
would all tend to inerease the re+ 
venue, 

In connection. with the improve- 


ment of our streets, the speaker saia 
in his opinion the cost of sueh im- 
provements should be greatly reduced, 

Dealing with the need of a market 
building in Edmonton, he said hi 
favored the erection of a suitable mar- 
két building during the coming year. 
The city, he thought, should | do 
everything. possiblestoonssist the far- 
mers in the surroviiding districts and 


bring them into closer touch with 
the city. <A good market building 


would do this and would assist every 
branch of trade. 

In conclusion Mr. Lee stated that 
he realized the importance of the 
trust he was asking the ratepayers to 
place in him, as a candidate. for 
mayor of Edmonton for the year 1909, 
He promised to give his best attention 
to the work if eleeted and to serve the 
city in every way possible. 

No Sectional Feelings Now. 

J. Travis Barker addressed the meet- 
ing briefly, dealing with some of the 
present municipal election. He -ex- 
pressed pleasure at the fact that this 
year there was no question of the east 
and west ends of the city, but. that 


the ratepayers were all united and 
workiug for the general welfare of 
the city as a whole. We have re- 


ceived much at the hands of the city 
council this year, and we expect more 
next year along the same line. He 
Was strongly in favor of the adoption 
of housubold suffrage. Ho felt this 
right was ours and that we should 
continue to agitate for it until we got 
it. 

The speaker also dealt with the high 
standing of the eity in the English 
financial market, the water works 
system in Edmonton and the need of 
such improvements as filters, ete, 
The tram system was also a good 
thing for the eity, and he compliment. 
ed Mr. Lee on his disinterested ac- 
tion as a stockholder in the Strath- 
cona Radial Tramway Co., in advo- 
eating its sale to Edmonton at a com- 
paratively trifling sum. Mr. Lee had 
been one of Mayor McDougall’s first 
lieutenants, and he felt that, if elect- 
ed, he would be in a position to carry 
on the affairs of this city in a eredit- 
able morner, 

In conelusion he expressed the 
great appreciation he felt of the ser- 
vices ef Mayor McDougall to the city 
of Edmonton during the past year, 
and expressed the hope that the 
mayor would psi be allowed to retire

Short, in seconding the resotu- 
tiori moved by Mr. Barker, stated that 
he supported Mr. Lee in his present 
campaign because he realized the fm- 
portance of the position of mayor in 
managing the financial affairs of the 
city and in working for the welfare of 
the 20,000 residents of this city. He 
felt that Mr. Lee was well able to 
handle these important questions and 
would ‘devote his time and efforts .to 
the Welfare of the city. During the 
coming year he felt that we neede 
men who would be able to judiciously 
extend our street car system, water- 
works system and other public enter- 
prises! “The street car system might 
not pay at the outset, but the people 
were prépared to pay should there bo 
a deficit at the. beginning. : 

An Aldermanic Candidate. 

Ald. Melonis prefaced his addpess 
by the remark that. he expected to 
be “a candidate for re-tlestion ae .ald- 
erman, and he wished to speak to the 
audience: on his own behalf. He re- 
ferred priefly to the work of the coun- 
cil during the year now being con- 
cluded, deeling + with the improve- 
ments made, the civie departments in- 
Vostigated and reorganized 
questions of policy décided, 

Referring to the electric light ques- 
tion Ald. McInnis etuted that. next 
year he believed the city would have 
to make a. $140,000 addition to the 
elec.ric light plant. This was a lerge 
addition but he would be glad if it 
were necessary to instal a $240,000 
addition instead, #8 at would mean 
' larger city and a greater number of 
eleetrre light and power users, This yoar 
ihe council found that there was a 
surplus of some $40,000 in the elve- 
trie light deparunent., This surplus 
properly beionged to the users of elec- 
trie light, but the city charter stated 
that all revenues should be added to 
the general fund. The rates this year 
were reduced 83 per cent, and not- 
withstanding .this the surplus this 
year would be another $40,000. This 
surplus, he contended, should be used 
to benefit the eleetrie light and power 
coonsumers and not the whole tity us 
provided ior in the charter. 

With reference to the street railway, 
Ald. Melnnis stated that the con- 
truction of this was a move which 
he had always advocated. The coun- 
cil had gone ahead in truly Western 
style and inetalled the system and 
had’ them come and told the ratepay- 
ers about it. That was the kind of 
men the speaker thought the city 
wanted, 

Dealing with the work yet to b 
done Ald. MeInnis stated that the 
city bad yet to open Alberta avenue 
and inake it an 8&8 foot street, They 
had to remove the exhibition grounds 
from their present location, develop 
the east end park, establish breathing 
places or small parks iy different 
parts ol the city, improve the water 
supply ond sewerage system. 

Ald. Metnnis drew the attention of 
the audience to the work of the coun- 
cl lest year in dividing the work of 
the city into departments and placing 
these departments under the charge 
of capable men, The city owned its 
own utilities and had no intention of 
letting any of them go, In the fut-

Question of Expropriation. 

Ancther candidate for alderman, John 
Galbraith, was the next speaker of the 
evening. fe stated that he favored the 
platforms advocated by both mayoralty 
candidates. He was not opposing any of 
the old aldermea seeking re-election for 
he felt that they were all good men. He 
did, however, wish to be elected to one 
of the other vacancies on the aldermanic 
board. 

Dealing with some of the questions on 
which he asked for suffrages of the rate- 
payers, Mr. Galbraith stated that he fa- 
vored placing the management of the 
police and fire department under a spe- 
cial commission, He also favored a «pe- 
cial advertising campaign for the city. 
He believed the city should have the 
power to expropriate land for the use of 
any incoming manufacturer at the as- 
sesséd value of the property. He made a 
suggestion that in making a grant of 
£5,000 to the Board of Trade the city 
should stipulate that at least 82,000 
should be devoted to advertising the city 
in papers that reach’ manufacturers. The 
speaker drew attention to the excessive 
cost pet room of our city schools and ad- 
vocated the city secaring if possinie, 
Foes to exprepriate land for school 
sites, 

Al'. Armstrong. 
The last speaker of the évening, Ald. 
Arm-trong, expressed pleasure at the 
unanimity of the expressions of approv- 
al of dhe work of the council during the 
past year. He believed the members of 
the council had done their hest accor 
ing to their judgment in the manage- 
ment of the public utilities of’ the city. 
The disposal of the surplus in the various 
departments was an important question. 
He did not agree with the principle laid 
down in the charter regarding use of a 
surplus in any one department for the 
general welfare of the city. He thought, 
however, that the idea of minicipal 
whership could only be properly carried 
out by the supply of public utilities ag 
cost.

New York, Nove 24—The annual ban 
quiet® of the New York chamber of com- 
merce was held last night in the Wal- 
dorf-Astotia. A portrait of Washington, 
flanked on either side by portraits of 
Premier Laurier of Canada and President 
Diaz of Mexico looked down upon the 
diners, and the principal formal address 
ex dealt with the United States and her 
two neighbors on the North American 
continent. The guests of honor were 
Ambassador Bryce, Josef Godoy, Mexico's 
charge d'affaires in Washington; Byron 
FE. Walker, general manager of the Cana- 
dion Bank of Commerce, and Hon. Clif- 
ford Sifton of Canada, the one speaking 
on industry and the other on progress in 
the Dominion, 

Mr. Bryce in his speech said that “the 
recent elections both in the United 
States and Canada were a test of the ex- 
cellence of free institutions.” 

tyron BE. Walker spoke on the indus- 
trial future of Canada, 

“We are building railroads at the rate 
of a thousand or more miles per anni,” 
he said, “and in a few years doubtless 
we shall have three completely equipped 
transcontinental railroad systems, truly 
a remarkable accomplishment for seven 
or eight million people.” 


Mr. Walker said the total foreign 
trade ef Canada had increased more 
than 10@ per cent. in the last ten 
years, 


Hon. Clifford Sifton declared that the 
refusal of the Untied Stetes to renew the 
reciprocity treaty, and then the passage 
of the Mcftinley bill, causing Canada to 
stagger for many vears, were the best 
things that could have happened to her, 
as it threw Canada back on her own re- 
scurces, 

“Our destiny,” added Mr. Sifton, 
‘unquestionably is to be permanently 
“# portion of-the empire, one of a sister- 
hood of self-governing nations under the 
British crown.” 

Calling attention to the close connec 
tion between .the histories of the United 
States and Canada, Janes J. Hill showed 
the importance of the trade between the 
two countries and scored what he called 
the poliey of mutual seculsion. He said: 

“I believe that the most natural, the 
most rational, the most highly profitable 
commercial status between Canada and 
the United States is absolute freedom of 
trade,”

A FIERCE TRIBAL WAR. 
Massacres and Murders By Natives of 
Caroline Islands. 


Victoria, B.C., November 24.—News 
of a revolt in the Carolines, followed 
by the despatch of a German warship 
from the China station, was brought 
by the steamer Moana, which arrived 
yesterday from Australia. The na- 
tives at Ponape were at war among 
themselves, hostilitics being confined 
to the different tribes of natives. 
German troops were sent from Her- 
bertshore to protect the European resi- 
dents.

Cen large fruits be grown success: 
fully and extensively in Alberta? This 
is question that is frequently asked. 
With a view of gathering information 
so that it can be answered intelli- 
gently, the provincial department of 
agticulkture started nine fruit experi- 
nent stations in the province. The 
stations are an acre in extent and 
are under the care of the owner of 
the farm on which they are situated 
,They are irom fifty to one hundred 
and twenty miles apart and are locat- 
‘ed, commencing at the sovth, at Ma- 

tath, Granum, Medicine Hat, De 
Winton, Didsbury, Wetaskiwin, Clov- 
«t Bar, Vegreville and Kitscoty. Every 
iwoticeable variation of soil, climate 
aud altitude in the settled part of the 
province is represented. At Magrath 
the trees are situated so that they 
can be irrigated if necessary. 

he first trees were planted in the 
ering of 1907. This was a very uu- 
favorable seasoon. The snow and ice 
which fell in September, accompanied 
by-the hard frosts, injured many of 
the trees, and some of them died 
from the effects of this storm. Ow- 
img to this drawback the experiments 
were much retarded and at the pres- 
ent time no very decisive statement: 
regarding the production of fruit can 
be made, yet some information has 
been gathered with reference to var- 
ieties, time of delivery, nurseri¢s, etc. 
which will be valuable to those inter- 
estéd in the subject. 

Fall Delivery Best. 

- The experimeits sv far have been 
confined to apples, crabs and plums 
Tie. hardiest varieties of each clase 
heave been selected. In apples the 
Varieties that have been tested are the 
Hibernal, Charlamoff, Anisette, Weal- 
thy, Wismer'’s Dessert and Patten’: 
Greening. In hardiness they stand im 
the order above named. <A large per- 
centage of the first two varicties are 
living, while only a small number of 
Patten’s Greening have been able to 
e with the conditions of climat 
existing in this province. 

he only varieties of crabs that Lave 
been tested are the Transcendent and 
Whitney. They are doing exceeding! 
well at all stations, and are appar- 
ently equal in hardiness, 

In plums the Aitken, Cieney.Hawk- 
eye ond Desoto varieties have beev 
tested. From the present appearance 
of the trees there is apparently no 
difference in hardiness. However, thes 
do not appear to be able to stand the 
chmatic conditions as well as the 
apples or crabs, and it will probably 
be some time before they can be 
grown with any degree of success in 
the province. 

With regard to the most suitable 
age at which trees should be received 
from the nursery ,it might be stated 
that it has been the custom for nurs. 
eryanen to send out large two or three 
year old trees with high trunks. Both 
owe and two year old trees have been 
teeted at these stations, and the re- 
sults indicate that trees not older than 
“Mo years, or at least trees with 
short trunks are undoubtedly the be-t 
ta plant. The reason ior this is that 
the younger trees can be pruned so 
that they. will branch out close to 
te ground and are not injured by 
the strong, severe winter winds to 
thé extent that the trees with the 
higher trunks are. The low spread- 
ing branches also protect the trunks 
from the gun’s rays and prevent in- 
dey Trou: eu soeld, whieh cecurs fre- 
q¥ently on iruit trees in the prairie 
provinces, and has been noticed on 
the trees at the various stations. It 
is: caused by alternate freezing aul 
thawing of the bark on the south- 
west side of the trees late in wintev. 
Experimenting With Hardy Fruits. 

There has been considerable differ- 
ence of opinion regarding the best 
time to receive the trees from the nurs- 
ecies. Although it is generally con- 
ceded that the fall delivered trees 
properly cared jor, give the best re- 
sults, yet it has been the custom in 
the west for the nurseryanen to deliver 
the trees in the spring. The reasons 
advanced in favor of fall delivery ure 
that the nurseryman has more time 
to pack and ehip his trees carefully 
than in the spring. When received Ly 
the customer they can be buried over 
winter and are kept moist and ready 
to plant in the spring at the proper 
time. Spring delivered trees, on the 
contrary, on account of lack of time, 
are not properly packed, and they 
may be received at a time when it is 
not convenient to plan them, and 
therefore ure not as vigorous as those 
received in the fall.

FRUIT GROWING}IN ALBERTA 


Under Department of Agriculture Nine Exoerimental Orchards Have 
Been Established in Various Parts of the Province—Planting Was 


Varieties Have Thrived—Canr Large Fruits Be Grown in Alberta. 


But Despite This Fact the Hardier 


in Alberta, half of the trees ordered 
were delivered in the fall and the re- 
mainder in the apring. The difference 
in the appearance of the trees is not 
very noticeable. This may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the trees 
or the different deliveries were equ- 
ally well packed and pianted as soon 
as they were received. The fall de- 
livered trees were injured to some ex- 
tent by the operation of burying them 
in the fall and digging them out in 
the spring. They were also injured 
to a large extent by mice. However, 
where the burying of trees is properiy 
understood it is generally safer to 
have them delivered in the fall. 

The question has often been asked 
whether or not trees grown in west- 
m nurseries are hardier than those 
hat were produced in Ontario and the 
Western States. A large number of 
the eastern nurseries have agents for 
representing them in different parts of 
the west. These agents sometinvs 
snake exorbitant claims for their nurs- 
ries, stating that their trees are 
grown under northern conditions and 
ire therefore poclimetized, and are 
guaranteed to do as well as trees 
from western nurseries. With a view 
Wf ascertaining whether or not there 
\ras any difference between the dif- 
“rent nurseries, trees were ordered 
trom two nurseries in Manitoba, one 
in Onterio and one in Minnesota. So 
far as experiments go the trees from 
‘he Manitoba nurseries are more vig- 
yrous and in better condition than the 
ithers., This is as would be expected. 
Nhe Manitoba stock has been grown 
under similar conditions to our own, 
and is therefore acclimatized, and ow- 
ing to the fact that the trees were 
only about three days in transit they 
arrived in good condition. The trees 
rom the Minneeota nursery were to a 
large extent pro fw ge gk gkgkgjjijow 
conditions of climate to those in Mani. 
wha, but like the trees from Ontario 
they were improperly packed and as 
the shipments from both these nure- 
eries had a loug distance to travel 
they arrived in poor condition, having 
been dried out by the heat of the car, 
und there.ore did not make nearly v6 
good a showing as the others. 

Fungus Growths. 

Some fungus and insect diseases 
Which are common to fruit trees in 
the cast, were. noticed at the different 
stations this fall. The principal fun- 
gus diseases noticed were brown rot 
on the apples and crabs and shot hole 
fungus on plums. These diseases can 
easily be stamped out by spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture two or three 
times early in the season, The trees 
trem the eastern nurseries were badly 
affected with oyster-shell bark lic». 
However, this is not a very trouble- 
éfine insect, and can ve coped with 
by using a good insecticide. 

Although no definite results in the 
form of fruit have yet been obtained 
at the stations, the writer believes 
that it will be possible to grow fruit 
successiully in the province. A num- 
ber of experimenters in différent parts 
of the province where the trees were 
well sheltered or where the natural 
conditions were such that the trees 
were protected, have been successful 
in getting apples and cre%s to mature. 
As far north as Edmonton, at Clover 


Bar, the late Mr. Daly had succeed- \ 


ed in getting apples to mature for two 
years in succession. 

The reason why fruit growers have 
not been more successful in their ef- 
forts in the past is due to winter-kil- 
ling of the trees. About two-fifths of 
the trees planted on the experiment 
stations in the spring of 1907 were 
winter- killed. Winter injury may be 
divided iito tive classes, viz: root 
injury, trunk injury and branch ip- 


jury. Of these three, the last named 
is by far the most common in Al- 
berta. By cra‘ting on roots of hardy 


trees such as the Siberian crab, there 
is usually very little ‘injury at this 
point. The principal injury to tue 
trunk is sun scald, previously refer- 
red to. By pruning the trees 60 that 
they branch out close to the ground 
and sloping them in a southwesterly 
direction and protecting them with 
bodrds or other material, this cau 
be overcome. 

The reason that branch injury is 
the most common is due to the vigor- 
ous, late, and consequently immature 
growth of the wood, which is promo- 
ted by the dark surface soil, rich in 
humus, characteristic of our prairie 
provinces, How cam injury at this 
point be remedied? The trees can be 
protected by bending

The trees must there- 
fore be handled so that the wood will} 
mature early in the ecason. In the} 
east this is accomplished by ceasing 
cultivation early in July, and sowing 
a cover crop, which absorbs the soil | 
moisture and checks the growth of; 
the tree. The cover crop is plowed 
under and serves as a fertilizer. If 
this plan were adopted in Alberta the 
cover crop would have to be removed, 
beause plowing under would add to 
the humus already too abundant. The 
late growth may also be prevented by 
nipping off the ends of the branches 
about the middle of August, thus 
checking length growth and causing 
the branches to thicken. The Fov- 
estry Branch has found this to be a 
very effective remedy in their exper- 
iments with forest trees. Another 
method to prevent late and immature 
growth was advocated by the late 
Thos, Daly, who claimed that if fruit 
growing was to be made a success 
the trees must be planted in the sub-| 
soil where they would be beyond the 
influence of the rich surface soil. The 
fruit prngvces on his farm was grown | 

| 


on a knoll where the surface soil had! 
been removed. This method would 
not be practicable on level land where | 
the humus went below a depth of 
twelve or eighteen inches, owing to| 
the depth at which it would be neces 
sary to plant the trees. Experiments | 
in planting trees in the surface and 
in the subsoil have been conducted, 
but so far the trees have not shown 
any noticeable difference. 

At the experiment stations this year, 
he trees ut Medicine Hat were more 
mature than at any of the other eta- 
tions, 

Cause of Winter Killing. 

It has been stated that winter kill- 
ing may also be due to the lack «fj 
soil moisture. In a bulletin issued by 
the IHinois Experimental Farm in 
1898, it was set forth that a large 
number of trees were winter killed ow- 
ing to the fact that when the winter 
set in the soil was very dry. Prof. 
Campbell of Lincoln, Neb., makes the 
same claim regarding the winter kill- 
ing of wheat. There is no doubt but 
that there is considerable truth in this 
statement, as the trees lose a large 
amount of moisture during the win- 
ter months, especially if the weather 
is changeable and if they enter the 
winter in dry condition, they will 
not have sufficient vitality tu renew 
their growth in the spring. Jf the 
rainfall has been light in the autumn, 
as is frequently the case in Alberta, 
it will doubtless be of great advan- 
tage to supply the trees with water 
artificially betore the ground freezes.

Owing to 
the light rainfall in this province it 
was believed that, if the soil was culti- 
vated with a view of retaining all that; 
fell for the use of'the trees, the prob- 
lem of growing forest trees would to 


tected by shelter belts of healthy for- 
est trees is ample evidence that where 
proper care and cultivation are given, 
forest trees can be successfully grown. 
What has been true regarding the evo- 
lution in the growing of forest trees 
will also be true regarding the produc- 
tion of fruit. In a few years it is 
anticipated that there will be a large 
number of productive apple orchards 
in the provinee of Alberta.

Berlin, Nov, 24.—From all parts of 
the empire come most serious reports 
of unemployment. It is not contined 
to the north or south, but apparently 
all industrial regions are affected,

* Already extensive measures have 
been taken, not only in Berlin, but in 
almost every industrial town .of Ger- 
many, to assist the workless, the 
municipalities everywhere being urg- 
ed to advauee public works some 
weeks so as to find work for as many 
unemployed as possible, All the 
guthorities are agreed that the out- 
look is exceedingly gloomy.
